Washington, Feh. 27 — President 


Roosevelt this morning sent the fol- 
lowing nomination to the Senate: to 
be postmaster at Newark, Ohio, George 
D. Heisey. 


Postmaster Joseph M. Ickes Is re- 


moved from his position on charges 
filed by a postoffice inspector and it is 
expected that Mr. Heisey will go into 


office about April 1, as the quarter year 
ends in March. 


Senator Foraker said today that he 


was not consulted in the matter and" 
does not know the nature of the 
charges made against Mr. Ickes. Judge 
Smyser jecommended Mr. Heisey to- 
the President. 


The foregoing telegram to the Advo- 


cate was teceived in Newark Monday 
morning and was promptly telephoned 
to Mr. Heisey and to Postmaster Ickes. 
It was the first intimation that either 
had received of the action of the Presi- 
dent, but the news was not unexpect- 
ed by either. 


Postmaster Ickes and Judge Smyser,. 


congressman-elect, of Wooster, are 
not personal friends. 
They are-just 


the opposite, and it has been known 
that Smyser would get Ickes' scalp if 
he possibly could do so. 


Mr. Heisey took a-very active inter- 


est in Mr. Smyser's campaign 
and 


helped him with generous checks at a 
timewhen his election seemed 
vejy 


remote. The Advocate said after the 


election that the Newark 
postoffic* 


would be his for the asking, and the 
prediction has been verified. Mr. Hei 
sey was not at first inclined to accep 
the appointment, but wanted to contro 
it. Finding that he must accept it him 
self or have nothing to do with it» Mr 
Heisey decided last week to take the 
job. Judge Smyser was here last week 
and as exclusively told in the Advo 
cate, he agreed to recommend Mr 
Heisey for the appointment. 


Senator J. B. Foraker had recom 


mended John A. Chilcote and the 
Newark executive committee had In 
dorsed the candidacy of Earl "W. Mur 
phy. Had Judge Smyser failed of 
election, the appointment would then 
have heen dictated by Senator Foraker 
and Mr. Chfteote would have receivet 
the' plum that has just fallen into the 
lap of Heisey.

voted In Newark until last fall.

Serious Blow at Immense Export 


Trade of New Orleans-Several 


People Injured. 


(Bulletin ) 


New Orleans, Feb. 27. — The loss in 


the big fire which swept the Illinois 
Central terminals last night is put to- 
day at $4,933,000. The flames are still 
at work along the river front, a dis- 
tance of about 11 blocks^ but are un- 
der control. About 625,000 bushels of 
corn in the Stuyvesant docks, a big 
elevator burned, over 22,000 bales of 
cotton were destroyed and 15,000 bar- 
rels of sugar were lost. The flames ate 
up in addition 100 loaded freight- cars, 
killed six horses of the fire debart- 
ment, ruined three fire engines and 
wiped out about a mile of docks and 
wharfes. About 80 families 
of 
the 


laboring class are left homeless. The 
conflagration is known to have started 
from friction in elevator machinery.

The 
wharves between these two points 
were covered with miles of trackage, 
and steel and iron sheds ran the whole 
distance.

Thousands of bales 
of cotton, several hundred thousand

The officials of the mines, in- 
cluding General Manager Reis, were 
soon on the ground, and the work of 
rescuing the imprisoned mpn was be- 
gun 
The dead thus far recovered are 


Italians and Hungarians and have not 
yet been identified. The company 
usually works in this shaft about 75 
men.

While the wsteni terminus of the 


Union Pacific railroad was still at 
Jheyenne I started off into the nioun- 
ains with a companion named John 
Shayne to prospect for 'gold. 


We had been out for two weeks when 
iigns of Indians became so fresh that 
We were driven into hiding in a small 
•anyoii or ravine making out of a lar- 
jer one.- AVe kept working back up tbe 
dark and narrow way until we liad 
quite reached the end, and as it had 
low come night and Ave were in want 
of food we decided to start a fire. 


The bottom of the ravine was cover- 


ed witli leaves and limbs, and we soon 
had a cheerful blaze going. Soon after 
the lire was lighted two great wolves 
•uslied past us, going, for 'the mouth. 
They had cofte out of a mass of rock 
at the upper end. 
Thinking there 


might be a den there in which others 
were hiding, we made a torch and in- 
spected the place. . 


Under a tangle of trees which had 


fallen from -above was tbe mouth of a 
cave. 
It was little larger than tbe 


jody of a wolf, but when we had eaten 
our supper we went at it to enlarge 
:he orifice. 
In tbe course of an hour 


we opened the mouth of a great cav- 
ern. 
From the mouth what may be 


called a wide hallway ran back a dis- 
tance of a hundred feet, and then we 
came to the cavern itself. 


Its roof was from thirty to forty 


feet high, and. in width and length 
there was space enough to crowd a 
thousand people together. We built a 
fire in the center of tbe vast apartment 
that we might have a good view 
around • us, thinking there rnigbt be 
other wild animals lurking about, and 
when we could see everything we 
stood amazed and wondered if we 
could be dreaming. 


It was a cavern, a enamel house and 


a tomb combined. There was not such 
a thing as a perfect skeleton, but there 
were hundreds and hundreds of human 
bones lying about, each one as white 
as ivory and as clean as a billiard ball. 
In tho center of the cavern were sev- 
en or eight heaps of furniture, bedding, 
clothing and cooking utensils, each 
one apparently having belonged to a 
different owner. Leaning against one 
of the walls were eight rifles, and near 
them were axes and kegs of powder. 


As we looked around aud saw these 


things and handled some of them we 
could come to but oue conclusion. Ev- 
erything before us had belonged to a 
paVty of immigrants making westward 
over the overland trail. Tbe cave was 
only ten miles off the trail. There had 
been some awful tragedy here, and we 
began looking closer to make it out. 
The puzzle was soon solved. 


The immigrants had either been at- 


tacked by Indians and driven to bay 
In the cavern or bad wandered from 
the trail and taken temporary refuge 
there. There was no way to tell how 
long they had been inside when a land- 
slide brought down, thousands of tons 
of debris over the mouth of the cavern 
and entombed them. Heavy rains had 
subsequently washed much of it in- 
side, and then the wolves had burrow- 
ed through the remainder. The en- 
tombed people had made efforts in 
three or four directions and had broken 
or worn out their spades aud shovels, 
but they had had to give it up at last 
They might have blasted their way 
out with powder at hand, but they 
were afraid to use it. 


We did not go into as rigid an ex- 


amination 
that night as curiosity 


prompted, both of us having a strong 
feeling of awe in the presence of the 
reiics of the dead, but after a night 
passed at our cainpfire outside we re 
turned to the search. 


We had noticed four or five wooden 


chests among the baggage, and our 
first move in the morning was to in 
spect these. They contained clothing 
bedding, etc.. but I had not yet finished 
with the first when I made an impor 
tant discovery.

Som 
believed they had been overwhelms 
in a cloudburst, others that they had 
been massacred to the last man by th 
Indians. In that trunk I found letters 
and an account book belonging t 
Frayne himself, and of course they 
settled the identity of the party. 


On the floor of the cave Shayne 


picked up a blank book which had 
be?n used as a diary by oue John Mar 
tin of the party. It covered a perioc 
of two months, dating from the star 
westward. 
His jottings were brief 


but several of them referred to quar 
rels and dissensions, and tbe last -on

MRS. ROOSEVELT'S GOWN IS TO 


COST ABOUT $1200. 


Creation of Gold Brocade Taffeta and 


and Chiffon is Being Made in the 


City of New York. 


New York, Feb. 27.—Whatever may 


be the center of interest for the mas- 
culine half of the throng who 
will 


attend the inaugural ball at Washing- 
ton next Saturday night, it is certain 
that he matter 'of imperative import, 
ance to its wives, sisters and sweet- 
hearts will be Mrs.'Roosevelt's sown. 
No other creation of the dressmaker's 
art occupies quite so distinguished a 
position this year. • 


At the last inaugural ball, when Mr. 


and Mrs. Roosevelt were second in the 
pageant, her gown was a simple affair 
of white silk and duchesse lace. This 
year her dress will be again distin- 
guished by its dignified simplicity. 


It is to be brocade and chiffon of 


electric blue, trimmed with old lace. 
The brocade from which both waist 
and skirt are^made is woven in a aat- 
tern of golden feathers in medallions 
on a soft blue ground. At intervals 
amon- the- medallions are small fig- 
ures of flyins birds. 


The pattern was especially designed 


and woven by a Patterson silk manu- 
factory and after the quantity needed 
had been woven the design was de- 
stroyed. This will therefore be the 
only gown of this pattern in existence. 


The skirt is cut long-, full and with 


a wide circular sweep. 
It measures 


•seventyreight inches from the back of 
the girdle to- the tin of the train and 
contains about thirty yards of brocade. 


It is plain on the exterior, but twen- 


ty yards of taffeta silk and chiffon of 
the-same shade go to elaborate the 
lining, in which are rows upon rows 
of silk and chiffon pleatings half way 
to the girdle. At the edge is a three: 
ineh puffing also of chiffon. 


The petticoat is of taffeta, with the 


lower half given up to numerous rows 
of silk and chiffon pleatings, similar 
to those on the skirt. Twenty yards 
more of chiffon and taffeta are con- 
sumed in the petticoat. 


The bodice is a Louis XV long 


pointed affair. It is cut square in the 
neck, with a-tucker of shirred chiffon 
across the front. 
The shoulders are 


trimmed with old lace in round rjoint. 
of a beautiful design, an heirloom in 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt's family. The small 


sleeves are simple frills of Dleated 
chiffon. 


Slippers and stockings of the same 


shade will be worn with the gown and 
a feather in the hair, also of electric 
blue, will complete the toilet. 


All the materials are of home manu- 


facture, in accordance 
with 
Mrs. 


Roosevet's rule. There will be used 
in all over one hundred yards of chif- 
fon and forty yards of taffeta. 


The materials .cost upward of $700 


and the whole costume complete will 
cost about $1200. It is now beinar fin- 
ished in this city, and will be sent to 
Washington on Tuesday.

Jackson, Miss., Feb. 27.—A. L. Hor- 


ton, a negro postmaster at Way Sta- 
tion, Madison county, a small village 
about 35 miles north of here on the 
line of the Illinois Central railroad, 
makes the sensational charge, that he 
is being held in peonage by the Ppst- 
ofliee Department. 


Horton has been postmaster at the 


place for several years, and has frer 
quently attempted to resign, the last 
effort of this sort being only a few 
weeks ago, but the Postoffice depart- 
ment refused to accept the resigna- 
tion, for the reason that no other ner- 
son can be found in the community 
who is willing to take the office, and 
several of them have written to the 
Postmaster General insisting that Hor- 
ton be retained. 


The negro is very much in earnest 


over the charge preferred Against the 
Postoffice Department, and has written 
a letter to the Federal authorities here 
asking if there is not, some hook or 
crook of the law by which he can cuit 
the job without rendering his fconds- 
men liable.

Postmaster General is holding him in 
involuntary servitude, and that he is 
losing money by serving as postmas-

INCREASE NOTED 


In Number of Fatalities in the Anthra- 


cite Coal Region—Appalling 


Loss of Life. 


Scranton, Pa., Feb. 27. — Notwith 


standing the fact that the production 
of anthracite coal in Jjackawanna 
county was less last year than in th 
preceding year, the loss of life in con- 
nection with the industry increased in 
a manner that was appalling, notwith- 
standing that there were additional in- 
spectors and that more rigid precau 
twns had been inaugurated. The re- 
ports for the iast year show that there 
were So fatalities from fall of roof and 
rock alone, while in the preceding 
year, with a greater output, the fatal- 
ities from these causes were C4. The 
total lives lost in the mines of Lacka- 
wanna county in 3904, wiOi its de- 
creased output there, were 137. The 
year 1905 ^vill probably show a record 
still worse. The first six -weeks re- 
sulted in C8 fatalities in the anthracite 
mines of the whole field.

The Engineering Committee 


Reveals Plans 


WASHINGTON NEWS 


WANTS SEA IEVELWATERM 


Cost Estimated Two Hundred and 


Tblrty Millions-Over Ten 


Years to Build. 


Washington, Feb. 27.—The engineer- 


Ing committee oi' the Panama canal 
commission 
has 
presented to that 


body plans for the construction of the 
Panama canal. The engineering com- 
mittee consists of Commissioners Par- 
sons, Davis and Burr, and its principal 
recommendations are embodied in the 
following resolution: 
' "Resolved, That this committee ap- 
prove and recommend for adoption by 
the commission a plan for a sea-level 
canal, with a bottom width of 150 feet 
and a minimum depth of water of 35 
feet, and with twin tidal locks at Mira- 
flores whose usable dimensions shall 
be 1,000 feet long and 100 feet wide, 
at a total estimated cost of $230,500,- 
000. 
Such estiniate includes an allow- 


ance lor administration, engineering, 
sanitation and contingencies, amount- 
Ing to 138,340,000, but without allow- 
ance for interest during construction, 
expense of zone government and col- 
lateral costs, and water supply, sewers 
or paving of Panama or Colon, which 
last items are to be repaid by the in- 
habitants of these cities." 


The committee estimates that a sea 


level canal can be completed within 
10 or 12 years trom the present time. 


It is recommended that the Chagres 


river be controlled by a dam at Gam- 
boa, built to a crest height of 200 feet, 
and the waters of the lake thus cre- 
ated disposed of through tunnels The 
work on the foundation of the dam 
will require from one to one and a half 
years and, the committee reports, 
should begin at once. 
Work at this 


place, it is said, involves no formid- 
able obstacles, which is not the case 
of the Bohio location. 
• Actual work with the new American 
steam shovels in the Culebra cut has 
demonstrated that the entire excava- 
tion can be done at a cost of 50 cents 
a cubic yard 
The former isthmian 


canal commission estimated this cost 
at_80 cents ^ T.hl^:reduc,t,ion amowr 
to a tbtaFof $15,000,000", and is given 
as a justification of the recommends, 
tion of the sea-level canal. 


Discontent on the Isthmus. 


Washington, Feb. 27. — Writing on 


the general topic of "wages and the 
discontent of employes on the isth- 
mus," General Davis, governor of the 
"Panama canal zone, lias addressed a 
long communication to the Panama 
canal commission. His observations 
are confined to employes of the com- 
mission on the isthmus who were 
hired in the United States. He says 
several causes which are either rea- 
eonS or excuses for the discontent to 
•which reference has been &o frequent- 
ly made in the press of late, exist. 
These he enumeiates as. "The pan- 
icky feeling over the existence of yel- 
lowfever; asserted unfulfilled promises 
as to accommodations and allowances 
made by members of the commission, 
by its officers or by its agents in the 
United States; the non-existence on 
the isthmus of amusements, diversions 
and entertainments, always at hand at 
home; the existing high prices of com- 
modities and of the necesaries of life, 
and homesickness "

Wynn, Letcher and 
Bryant were indicted by the grand 
jury of this county last October. At 
that time Letcher was a resident of 
San Jose, Calif., whence he was spir- 
ited by officers of the state of 
Ohio 


after fruitless extradition nroeeedings 
That 
was in December last, and 


since that time Letcher has been 
the Williams county jail, in default of 
bail, which was fixed at $15,000.

Bryant was made to the governor of 
Michigan last week, but no decision 
has been reached.

Recollections of Friends Who 


Knew the Financier. 


ALWAYS GENEROUS TO THE NEEDY 


For Years He Maintained a Special

street district of Philadelphia are meu 
who in a greater or loss decree 'were iu 
business relationship with the late Jay 
Cookc in the most notable years of the 
famous financier's life, says the Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger. Mauy of them 
were his clerks iu the great banking 
house that stood for so much iu the 
coarse of the struggle for national uni- 
ty from 1861 tu IMj.j. Stephen W. 
White, now secretary of the Northern 
Central Kaihvay company, was private 
secretary to Mr. Cooke. lie was at Mr. 
Cooke's right haud during the panic- 
period of 1873, when Mr. Cooke's im- 
mense fortune, won in serving his 
country's interests, was engulfed in a 
day. 


'•Mr. Cooke's greatest sorrow," said 


Mr. White, "was tor the poor people 
who would suffer. He was always gen- 
erous to the needy. For years he main- 
tained a special lund for their relief, 
formed, by the setting aside of a full 
tithe of the profits of the banking 
house. The clerks dubbed it the 'Old 
Patriarch Jacob fund,' and the initials 
•0. P. J. fund' wore used to designate 
it in the accounts. 


"Mr. Cooke made sunshine for all 


around him. His clerks all loved him, 
as the younger men of a tribe in the 
ancient days might ha\e lo\ed its pa- 
triarch and head. When he was in the 
office their cheerfulness was always 
greater than at other times. In the 
days of great financial stress, when he 
alone remained calm and courageous, 
they were disconsolate if he was ab- 
sent" 


George C. Thomas, the retired banker, 


once a partner of Mr. Cooke's and in- 
timately acquainted with every detail 
of the great financier's resourcefulness 
in negotiating government loans during 
the civil -war, says that the United 
States owes a debt of gratitude to Jay 
Cooke which it is impossible to overes- 
timate. 


"I consider it a great privilege," said 


Mr. Thomas, "to give this testimony. I 
was a clerk in Mr. Cooke's bank 
through the whole period of his agency 
in placing government loans, which 
•was in itself a great experience. He

He 
made a popular, subscription to the na- 
tional loans, having brought before the 
people part of the old C per cent loan, 
which became due in 1831; the first 
5-20s, a 6 per cent loan, redeemable in 
five years and payable in twenty 
years; the ICMOs, of similar nature, 
bearing interest at 5 per cent, and 
three issues of 7.3 per cent three year 
treasury notes. 


"In one day pt the height of these 


subscriptions $34,000,000 worth of these 
notes was taken by the public. Even 
in these days of wonderful negotiations 
such a business would be remarkable. 
Mr. Cooke had the entire confidence of 
all the secretaries of the treasury and 
was frequently called to Washington 
to consult as to ways and means for 
the negotiation of these loans. 
His 


commission, ail things considered, was 
a very small one, and this he divided 
most liberally with every broker and 
bank that acted as subscription agents 
under him. 


"One of the most successful of his 


negotiations, one that aided the gov- 
ernment's credit more than anything 
else, was his suggestion for the con- 
version of outstanding quartermasters' 
vouchers into 7.3 per cent treasury 
notes. 
Arrangements were made in 


this way for more than $50,000,000 of 
these vouchers, and the money market 
was thereby relieved from pressure 
and the government was enabled to fill 
all of its contracts at a much lower 
rate than before. The only obligation 
assumed by those who held vouchers 
was an agreement not to sell the treas- 
ury notes for three months, as other- 
wise they would have interfered with 
the regular subscription offerings. Be- 
fore the three months was up the 
whole amount was piaccd and the sub- 
scription books closed.

Duke Sergius and General Trepoff. 
now governor general of St. Peters- 
burg, then chief of police of Moscow. 
As there were many threats made 
against his life, the grand duke was 
obliged to flee to his summer residence, 
twenty miles from the city. During 
the recent strike disturbances the 
grand duke left the Diskoutohny pal- 
ace, on the outskirts of the city, where 
he bad been living, and took refuge 
inside the ramparts of the kremlin, 
where he had since lived in what is 
known as the Little palace, opposite 
the famous statue of Alexander II. 
The trip to the kremlin on that occa- 
sion was made at night between solid 
lines of troops. 


The sentence of death on Grand 


Duke Sergius was contained in a 
proclamation issued by the sofial revo- 
lutionists of Moscow after the demon- 
stration on Dec. 11 of last year at St. 
Petersburg was put down. It read: 


"If our demonstration at Moscow 


(Dec. 
18 and 19) is crushed in as 


bloody a manner as that of our broth- 
ers of St. Petersburg, then be tbe guilt 
therefor upon the head of Grand Duke 
Sergius and General Trepoff, and we, 
the committee, in that event have fore- 
ordained their death." 


Much of the responsibility for the 


catastrophe at the coronation of Em- 
peror Nicholas in Moscow, when sev- 
eral thousand people were crushed to 
death at the time of the distribution 
of the imperial gifts, was laid at Grand 
Duke Sergius' door. It was held that 
he had not taken sufficient precautions, 
and the Liberals, after the affair in St. 
Petersburg of Jan. 22 last, placed the 
major portion of the blame for that oc- 
currence on his shoulders. 


Sergius was born at Tsarskoe-Selo on 


April 29, 1857. He was married in 1884 
to the Princess Elizabeth of Hesse- 
Darmstadt. As one of tbe leading spir- 
its in tbe Russian reactionary party he 
was credited with being the chief of 
tbe malign influences which surround- 
ed the czar, forcing on the war with Ja- 
pan and repressing all tbe czar's incli- 
nations to grant the Russian people a 
more liberal form of government. 


One of the reasons why the czar de- 


prived him of the governorship of Mos- 
cow was the discovery and publication 
of the fact that he had looted the Red 
Cross funds and stolen and sold suplies I 
that had been furnished by public spir- 
ited Russians for the comfort of the 
soldiers in the field. 


The most rcrpnt "prank" of Sergius 


one that threatened to he dangerous, 
was that of posting placards in Mos- 
cow in which he charged that England 
lad incited and aided the. revolt in 
Sussia. Tbe grand duke, according to 
absolutely reliable information 
from 


Moscow, turned over the telegram to a 
Hoscow newspaper, which declined to 
print it 
whereupon, by the grand 


duke's direction, the police placarded it 
n the streets. The British ambassador 
at St Petersburg called the attention 
of the czar's ministers to the canard 
and made a protest. Apologies follow- 
ed, but Sergius continued to post pla- 
cards and incite further hatred of Eng- 
and. 
Another story told of him is that 


when conducting military maneuvers 
on a large scale he cau°ed a bridge 
iver the Volga which was parked with 
roops to be blown up •with dynamite 
Several hundred soldiers paid with 
heir lives for HIP blunder, •which would 
inve been ridiculous but for the fatal 
esults.

Though It Was Nearly Thirty Years 


Ago That He Was Recorder

The sensational testimony which 


was to have been introduced by mak- 
ins a witness of Recorder James W. 
Rutledge at the trial of James F. 
Lingafelter, is now known. 


Among the records taken to lit. 


Vernon was Volume 27 of the mort- 
gage records of the Recorder's office 
of Licking county, which office J. F. 
Lingafelter filled for several years. 


The -present recorder. James W. 


Rutledge, had been subpoenaed in the 
Lingafelter case as a character wit- 
ness for the defendant. The State 
was prepared to shatter this testimony 
upon rebuttal, by a record that had 
been brought to Mt. Vernon by Mr. 
Rutledge. This record can be found 
on iia^e 186 of said Volume 27 in the 
Recorder's office. Upon this page is 
found the following entry, upon the 
marzin: 


"The conditions of the within and 


annexed recorded mortgage - having 
been, fully complied with, I hereby 
cancel and release the same this 18th 
day of July, 1878. 


"HENRY MOORE, 


"Administrator Abram Johnson, de- 


ceased. 


"Attest—J. F. Lingafelter, Rec." 
This record was not introduced in 


evidence for the reason that Mr. Rut- 
ledge was not put on the stand as a 
character witness. But it is claimed 
that J. F. Lingafelter went into the re- 
corder's office and was allowed the 
same privilege as any other citizen, to 
examine the records. In volume 27, 
which is a record of transactions m 
the year 1878, there are several releas- 
es of mortgages 
which Lingafelter 


made while Holding the office of 
re- 


corder, and which he had a perfect 
right to do at that time. 


Some month's ago, Mr. Lingafelter is 


said to have gone into the office, and 
on the same day Mr. Rutledge picked 
up Volume 27 to look after another 
transaction, and the 
book dropped 


open at this page, and at once he saw 
the above entry in fresh ink, though 
it bore the date back in the year 1878. 


The ink used upon the other nor- 


tior-s of this page in the year 1878 is 
now dry and black, -whereas that i-sed 
in the above entry clearly shows that 
it has been put upon the page at a 
very recent date.
